Prom our Iriah exchanges we learn 
tbat tbt KnMMt C0B?t ii <lea ever held in 

Ireland was that held recently in the 
famoua Round Roonj of the Rotunda, 
one of tbe largeat meeting halls of Dub- 
lin. It WM • rut Kathering of elected 
deltgatM fram all parU of Ireland, tyry 
county, dty, town and diatrict being rep- 
relented, as well aa all the popularly 
elicted boards and councils and national 
and patriotic associations of every kind. 
Tiiere was also a numerous attendance of 
the Catholic clergy and of tbe members 
of the Parliamentary party. 

John Redmond. M. P., was unanimous- 
ly chosen Chairman of the convention, 
af er which letters expressing good wiahes 
anil tendering congratulations were read 
from Archbishop Croke.Arclibisliop Walsh 
and tbe I'liiled Irish soiiclics of New 
York, and noliihlr adilresses were de- 
livered by Father Clancy. Canon Shink- 
witt. Messrs. Redmond, Dillon, O'Brien, 
Fergoson, Fitagibbons and othua. Will- 
iam O'Brien, one of tbe fbanders of tbe 
Irish League, was received with loud 
cheering. His address was listened to 
with close attention, and elicited fre- 
quent outburata of applause. He spoke 
of follows: 

"Mr. Chairman and brother delegates: 
It ia impossible for sny man to face this 
great aaaembly of the democracy of Ire- 
land without feeling that this convention 
represents a mighty, even a sacred na- 
tiotial power, before which any man with 
Irish blood m his veins need have no 
difficulty in bowing down and in sub- 
mitting himself to whatever nta/tM lbe 
outcome of tbe deliberationa of tbe wia- 
dom and of the patriotism of this assem- 
bly. There is one observation that I 
tfhonld like to mske, snd tbst is that to 
any man who has been forced to take part 
in the o<lious Parliamentary controversies 
of the last ten years the change from that 
sickening sceue to the atmosphere of this 
convention is like escaping from a sick 
room, from an infected room, and finding 
yonrself In a ptooe where we feel tbe free 
breezes of the Irish bills blowing abo'it 
us, and where a man can not helo feeling 
how petty, how infinitely insignificant, is 
any question concerning the individuality 
of this man or of that man coniiKired 
with this supreme fact, that we have here 
again, thank God, practically the whole 
boat of tbe Famellitea and of the anti- 
PamelHtaa of the conotry— meeting here 
again, not to reproach one another, not 
to light one another, but to pledge our 
united energies to one more united cam- 
paign all along tbe line for tbe freedom 
and for tbe very existence of thia nn- 
vonquejable old race of ours. 

"How I have never indulged in the 
hope that thia convention could bring us 
to what is called perfect and absdntc 
unity. It could lead to nothing except 
disappointment, and quite groundless 
disappointment, to make the jieople ex- 
pect auytbing of tbe kind. There never 
was such a thing as abaolute unity in any 
oonntry. And aa long as human nature 
is human nature there never will be. 
Bat what tbe people may get and what 
beyond a doubt this convention can in- 
sure is the substantial unity and agree- 
ment of all genuine Irisb Nationalists 
who have their hearts in this cause, who 
do really desire to see a powerful, popu- 
lar organization established in tbe coun- 
try, and who deaire to have a Parliament- 
ary party, whoever they may be, freely 
selected and freely elected by the people 
in every constituency in the country 
without dictation from Dublin or from 
that terrible place. Westport, or from 
anywhere else. 

"My friends, let us only succeed iu 
uniting the bulk of the honest Nstional- 
isu of tbe country and you are a match 
for all the cnemiee of Ireland. The real 
obataclc tbatslood in the way of national 
unity for the last ten years waa not so 
much tbe diilerenoee of a few members 
of I'arliauient, but it was the fact that 
the spirit of 18iK) bad created a deep gulf 
between tbe rauk and file of the Nation- 
alists of the country and had divided 
great massfs of honest and devoted Na- 
tloBaliats into different campa. It was 
this diviaion among the people themselves 
this United Irish League, which yon are 
asked to adopt here today, made it its 
special business to cure, because we be- 
lieve that if you succeeded in uuiting the 
-■laaaea of the Pamellitea and anti-Par- 
• aellitea of the country once more to- 
gether that tbe difference of a few gen- 
tlemen wouki ceaae to be of any great 
nctional importance. The whole success 
of this league so far came from tbe fact 
that we refused absolutely to allow the 
L,eague to be identified with any Parlia- 
mentary section whatsoever, and ref u^icd 
point blank to allow any reference to any 
of them to be oiadc from our platforms. 
What waa the reaull? We have not satis- 



fied everybody. Nobody ever did or ever 
will At the time of tbe split new and 
evil eleneats fotocd tbemselvc* to the 

front on both sides equally. The grabber 
influence, the rent office influence, the 
rotten Whig influence— those who had 
hitherto been obliged to hold ilown their 
heads, and to whom uufortunntely du- 
sension gave a chance. These gentlemen 
are not satisfied. They are deeply dis- 
gusted, and I an glad of it Their very 
breath of Ufe depends upon dissension, 
upon keeping tbe country disotgaaiaed. 

"What I think we can claim is that the 
League has succeeded in separating the 
wheat from the chaff. The old Nalion- 
aliata on both sides, I am proud to say, 
got the upper band. Tbe true men of the 
country, whether in thePamellite camp 
or the anti-Parnellite camp, were atnply 
kept asunder by honest political differ- 
ences, and these men jumped at the 
chance ^iven them by the I<eague. They 
agreed to forget and forgive everything 
that was past, and they came into the 
movement in their thousands without a 
shadow of bitteraeas, and without the old 
faul distinction between Pamellite and 
anU-ParaeUite, which was at aa end, 
thank God, forever. That is what I call 
unity, no matter what anybody may say 
to the contrary. That unity will accom- 
plish evcrvtliitig for Ireland, and can 
accomplish everything for Ireland. You 
already possess substantial unity in the 
country, you already p o s se s s it if the peo- 
ple have the moral oonrage, moderately 
and in a conciliatory way, but in a de- 
termined way; if they have the courage 
to guard that unity against the attacks of 
those — I won't refer to individuals or 
seclioiis— whose object it is to keep the 
country without an organized union, a 
Parliamentary party without discipline. 

"The programme of the League is ab- 
solutely the only alternative that any 
human being can auggest, unless with 
the abandonment of constitutional agita- 
tion altogether. 

"Then I say to you it is your liiity to 
hold fast by tbe organisation that has 
been placed at your disposal, and to push 
on like men. Whoever is with you, or 
whoever iaagainatyoa, yon will have the 
conadouaness that the flower of tbe Na- 
tionalists of our race, Pamellite and non- 
Parnellite, are with us, when the pros- 
pects are brighter in every respect than 
they were when tbe Land League or tbe 
National I.,eague was Started, and that aa 
tbia League, even whea it waa snail and 
weak, waa able to defy sad defeat the at- 
tache of ita eneniea in Dublin Caatle or 
outside of Dublin Castle, so it will go on 
growing in power and in usefulness nntil 
without any public conflict, by the mere 
force of circumstances, it will convert 
honest opponents, it will silence dis- 
honest opponents, and it will convince 
England that she ia oealing again with a 
body of vee who are ready for any sacri- 
ftoc to deliver this country from English 
landlordism and from English rule iu all 
its moods and tenses." 

The resolutions adopted demand full 
national self-government for Ireland; 
abolition of landlordism by means of a 
universal and compulsory system of pur- 
chase of tbe landlorda' interest, together 
with the reinstatement of tenanta evicted 
in connection with .the land wur and tbe 
restoration to the legal atatus of tenancy 
of can-lakers and future tenants; the [jut- 
ting an end to periodical distress and 
famine in the West by abolishing on 
terms of just compensatiou to all intereata 
affecting the unnatural system by which 
all the ricbeat acrea of that province are 
monopolised by a small ring of graxiers, 
and restoring the people to the occupa- 
tion of theae lands in holdings of suffi- 
cient size and quality; to insist upon the 
appropriation to strictly Irish national 
uses of the moneys at present annually 
extorted from Ireland for tbe twnefit of 
England ia excess of the contribution 
stipulated by the act of union, together 
with such sums aa may be economised by 
a reduction of the present extravagant 
expenditure ujxjn the royal Irish con- 
stabulary and U}X)n the judiiiai and 
bureaucratic establishments in Ireland; 
complete educational equality for .the 
Catholics of Ireland, indiidiug the estab- 
ment and endowment of an university, in 
whose benefits they can conscientiously 
participate; declaring the United Irish 
League the national organization and 
calling for other nee<le<i reforms. 

POTATO ORO WING. 



int«r«stlng Result of Experi- 
ments Made In Ireland 
Recently. 



The following intereating bit of newa, 
which waa cabled to the New York Worid 
from London, may yet prove more im- 
portant than many would think: 

Experiments in growing potatoes by 
electricity have been undertaken by the 
Irish Agricultural Board. 

Father Glynn, of Atbea, Limerick, in 
charge of the experiments, studded a 
poUtu patch with lightning conductors 
connected by wires running through the 
patch. The result was an inciease of 80 
per cent in the yield in tbe section so 
treated. 

Should the official experiments bear 
out tbia experience a aolvent for tbe 
chronic distrsss in the Wast of Ireland 
will have been found. 

Horace Plunkett, M. P., Vice Preaident 
of tbe Agricultural Board, ssys: 

"This most remarkable phenomenon 
may be the forerunner of a revolution in 
agriculture. Tbe evidence furnished and 
the genuineness of Father Glynn's ex- 
periment are incontrovertible."

So the City Council can not im- 
peach Oen.

The items of court costs result 
ing thus far, if summed up and 
published, will prove a startling 
offset to' the savings of the "eco 
nomic" policy the Council claims 
to be pursuing. 

NEWS FROM CHINA. 

The startling and contradictory 
dispatches from China, leaving 
every one in doubt as to the situa- 
tion, come ^^jd/Hp^ cable con- 
Irbfied by England. The only 
other telegraphic communication, 
via Siberia, is cootroUed hy Rtiiria. 
As both are suspicious of the other, 
the facts are withheld. From the 
movements of all the powers it is 
evident they are not iffnora&t of 
the sitaatioB because England sup- 
presses dispatches over her cable, 
but they seem to know more than 
England can find out. In the 
meantime, while this rivahry la.sts, 
the outside world will have to wait 
for the real facts as to the situation 
in China. 

It is evident, however, that the 
other powers are massing war ships 
and proceeding to settle the Chinese 
row without consulting England or 
caring what ahe thinks about it. 
She has no troops to spare for 
China, anyhow, and the talking 
stage in that affair is past. It will 
require a large force, quidc and 
decisive action, to chcdc the slaugh- 
ter of foreigners, protect foreign 
property and interests, restore order 
and punish the murderers. The 
powers that have the avaiUble 
troops and no other wars on their 
bands must do this if it is done, and 
they are going at it. 

Bnghind is not needed, as has 
been demonstrated, nor will she be 
permitted to prevent, it by interpos- 
ing objections to the pUia or incit- 
ing jealousy am«ag the other pow- 
ers. Russia, France, Germany, 
Japan and the United States can 
and will settle the Chinese revolt, 
or whatever it is, without awaiting 
England's finding out what she 
wants or how it ought to be done. 



THB STKIKB RBNBWBO. 

The street car strike and boycott 

in St. Louis has been renewed on 
the allegation that the company has 
vioUted the agreement signed last 
week providing for the reinstatment 

of the old employes end arbitration 
of differences by continuing to em- 
ploy outsiders and refusing to allow 
investigation and arbitration. The 
company first denied the charge in 
toto; then the attorney for the com- 
pany attended a meeting of the 
union to disprove and explain, but 
his an- .v >ved the charges, cot 
bis aduu'.t them, btit by evas 



ive replies such as a lawyer makes 
when the facts are against him, his 
final plea being that only such out- 
sidera were being employed as were 
engaged previous to signinp the 
agreement. Now the charge of bad 
faith ao vehemently denied being 
pfovto, and the explanation only a 
plea in extenuation of the act, the 
company deny they made any such 
agreement with the union commit- 
tee, and in proof present the written 
agreement signed by the President 
of the railway company, the Chair- 
man of the union committee and 
witnesses. In this copy the claiaaes 
providing for reinstatement of old 
employes and arbitration appear 
with pen marks indicating they had 
been Stricken out. Aa all are aware, 
in'wch caaea duplicate copies of 
agreements are drawn tip and 
signed, each party retaining a copy. 
In the copy held by the union these 
two clauses are dear and intact; in 
that of the company they are strick 
en out. The witnesses, disinter- 
ested citizens, including a clergy 
man, whoae namea are aigned to 
the agreement, testify that the copy 
held by the union, with the two 
clauses intact, is correct. The only 
inference to be drawn ia that the 
company is guilty of bad faith as 
charged, and has mutilated its copy 
of the agreement in a vain effort to 
deceive the public. This final ex- 
posure, together with the declare 
tion of the grand jury that the 
special police' and others who have 
upheld company during . the 
sUrike are responsible for the vio- 
lence and disorder that prevailed, 
fully verifies the charges of duplic- 
ity, dishonesty and' oppression 
against the railway company, jufr^ 
tifies the strike and boycott, and 
stamps the railway managers as un- 
worthy of belief or confidence, 
utterly unfit to contr^ «Dy Inter- 
priae In which the public are con- 
cerned, and, indeed, a dangerous 
menace to the peace and safety of 
the community. And yet with such 
men in control of industries there 
are people who wonder why work- 
men go on strikes. 

It is tiresome to read the roasts 
some of our contemporaries are giv- 
ing the Catholica becauae they do 
not subaeribe for their ptiblications. 
They would be much more success- 
ful were they to confine themselves 
to their proper sphere, without 
attempting to flovem the Church 
and State, which are amply able iq 
take care of thfcmselves. Catho- 
lics receive abuse enough from the 
outside, and ahouldnotbe expected 
to support publications purporting 
to be printed in their interest that 
resort to such methods. Still some 
of these editora are more to be pit- 
ied than censured. They possess 
the idea that the word "Catholic" 
at their bead gives them a scope to 
which they are not entitled, «nd as 
a consequence they become 1^ arro- 
gant and cranky when they learn 
the fact that the people will think 
and act lor themadvea and patron- 
ize those papers that give the news 
and cadiew curtain lectures.

putting the laborers' act into operation in 
Carlow No. 1 rural district.

At the StrokMtoim sessions Michael 
MacBgan was Oltfcred to find bail for 
good behavior or go to jail for three 
months for an alleged intimidatory speech 
delivered at Stfokestown on May (i. He 
refused to give bail. A sciDiui case for 
hearing is against Richanl Corr, organ- 
izer, Uuited Iriah League. By giving 
bail he would simply brand Uniself a 
criminal. 

Recently the sub-Sheriff, accompanied 
by police and bailiffs, procee(K<l to evict 
a iX)or man named Ilussey, iit'ar Sneem, 
on the Warden property. What makes 
this eviction specially painful is that 
H'issey's wife has been confined to her 
bed for several aoaths. Tliis fact was 
testified to by two iioctora, whoae certifi- 
cates Hnsaey holds, stating that his wife 
wss unfit for removal. Neither the sad 
condition of this afHicted woman nor 
doctors' certificates were of avail. The 
sub-Sherifl had with him Dr. I'alvey, 
who declared that ahe waa fit to have the 
eviction carried oat. 

On June 18, when the result of the 
prosecution of Alderman McHugh, Mayor 
of Sligo, reached Sligo, there was great 
rejoicing. Bonfires bla/.ed on hills in 
the neighborhood of Hallisoilare, Col- 
looney, Calry, Ballintogber, Dromahair, 
Drumdiffe and other places, and the 
people of Sligo eapadally celebrated the 
oooaalon. Then MM tar bwcla burned 
in the prindpla 4l|Mta in Sligo and in 
front of the Constlmlonal Club immense 
crowds collected and cheered for the 
Mayor of Sligo and the Unile<i Irish 
League, while groana were to be heard at 
the mention of the aamea of Smith and 
Hearaoo, 

An attack of a brutal and unjustifiable 
character was made upon an assistant in 
the employment of William Shields, Bel- 
fast, on June 12. He waa proceeding 
from Shields' and crossed North Queen 
street, and on his way to Duncairn Garr 
dens he had the alsfortnne to pass a 
bonfire, around whicb was a Inge gather- 
ing. The cry wa|^ raised "There's a 
Fenian," and a rush was made for him. 
He was knocked down and beaten with 
sticks, receiving a nasty wound on one of 
bis hands aud a cut on the mouth and 
injuriea to the face. Police in plain 
dothea were at hand and they came to 
Ilia aaaiatance, beating off the mob. Hav- 
ing rescued the young man from his 
assailants, the constabulary escorted him 
to hia destination, but maae no arresta. 

A singular find waa BMde by some men 

making excavations on Glabbey rock. A 
short time ago Thomas Donovan received 
a grant from the corporation to construct 
a road and bridge from the College road 
to the Western road. The work is in 
progress and it was while on the work of 
construction that the dfacovery was made. 
It conaistad of a number of human skele- 
tons and a large gnaatity of hunun bonea 
of all sizes, the greater nnmber of which 
were fast crumbling, and whose appear- 
ance showed that they must have laid for 
a long time in the earth- The complete 
skeletons, which number five, are intact. 
They were found at a ^bpth of a foot and 
a half from the aurfaoa aod a few inches 
undar a- layer of dark earth, auper-im- 
poaed on a strata of red clay. The exact 
place where Oay wMjMMal raas from 
the College road to iSBaa Villas, at the 
western end supposed to be the site of 
the abbev founded by St. Pinbar, and 
kii iMii as the Red AbtM^y. Similar finds 
havt j rcviously been made in the same 
locality, and as b-jues protrude from the 
sides of the embankment it would sp^iear 
that the old burial ground, of which it is 
supposed to be a part, extends for a con- 
siaerablc distance.
